A less quantitative but more descrip- 
tive expression lies in another evalu- 
ation, "God, but it's coldJ" This was 
said while lying in the sack, (only 
two hours after the sun was up) waite 
ing for boots to thaw out. 

Seventeen peaks were climbed in all, 
with twelve of them first ascents, 
Only one day of unclimbable weather was 
encountered. Two-thirds of the time 
spent back=packing, and it was 
this latter item that moved someone to 
say that although all were iron men, 
most had-.turned to aluminum by the end 
of the trip to save weight.
